To grow a hedge in a shady location two things are necessary— 
heavy use of fertilizer, and more severe pruning. Prune hedges 
early and often to keep the bottom dense. Trim hedges with slightly 
sloping sides—somewhat wider at the bottom than at the tov—to 
give the base sunlight and air so necessary to dense leaf growth. 


We particularly wish to mention the quality of our English Privet 
Hedge Plants which we grow an extra year before offering them to 
our customers.

One of the more important considerations in the placing of trees 
is that of shade. A little investigation on a sunny day is very help- 
ful in determining the location of trees.
